The veteran farmer has never 
regretted his decision to come to 
the new, strange and unsettled 
land. 

And the land has returned this 
gratitude, providing a home for 
him and his family, proving an 
expanding asset, and no doubt con 
triouting to the amazing hard.ness 
of Mr. Hungerbuhler. 

At an ago 15 years older than 
that at. which most men * feel it 
necessary to retire from active, 
work, Mr. Hungerbuhler not only 
continues to "farm but is always 
ready to top the day off with a 
par.y. He saves his old-time waltz 
specialty for about 2 or 3 am. 
when the young lads get tired, and 
then takes over from there to 
whirl the ladies- about the room. 

He s as tireless a traveller as he 
is a waltzer. Whenever the urge 
to travel grips him, he just jumps 
in his car and goes. Tnree years 
ago he kept going on alone until 
he hit Mexico and this spring he 
plans a motor trip in Europe that 
will take him for his lirsl visit 
home in half a century. 

Very few were in the Vulcan dis 
trict when Mr. Hungerbuhler and 
his wife arrived to lake up resi¬ 
dence in a sod shack as they con¬ 
structed their homestead home, 11 
miles west of Vulcan. They had 
come west on a harvest excursion 
train, then to Calgary, a town of 


6,000, before moving to Vulcan. 

His first winter was one of the 
worst he had ever experienced. It 
was all the worse as he was work¬ 
ing outdoors as a lumberjack in 
order to raise money for farming 
operations. 

Another bad winter was experi¬ 
enced in 1906-07 when two feet of 
snow blanketed the prairies from 
October until late spring and tern 
peratures of 50 below often oc¬ 
curred. "There wasn't one Chin¬ 
ook," he said. 

'lhrough the years, he continued 
to improve his home, adding a new 
house and increasing his land hold 
ings. Three of his sons died but 
four daughter are still living to¬ 
gether with five grandchildren and 
two greet-grandchildren. His wife 
died in 1943 and he lives with his 
daughter on the farm.

Purchasing Good Seed. Recently, • 
the Canadian Wheat Board an¬ 
nounced that any farmer wishing to 
purchase up to 100 bushels of Reg¬ 
istered or Certified seed of wheat, 
oats or barley for seeding purposes 
through his provincial Crop Im¬ 
provement Association may, in pay¬ 
ment for same, deliver in excess of 
his quota, up to 200 bushels of com¬ 
mercial grain. The grain delivered, 
however, must be the same kind as 
the Registered or Certified seed 
being purchased, and must not ex¬ 
ceed it in value. On behalf of pro¬ 
vincial Crop Improvement Associa¬ 
tions elevator agents are authorized 
to take orders from farmers wishing 
to obtain Registered or Certified 
seed. Let’s plant only high grade, 
cleaned and hnM in 1954.

Diseases of Poultry

Barn Ventilation 

Where trouble is encountered 
with ventilation of farm buildings 
Mr. C. A. Cheshire, Extension En¬ 
gineer, Alberta Department of Ag¬ 
riculture lias listed a few of the 
visible symptoms, their cause and 
cure. .' 

Frosted walls and-or ceiling are 
caused by lack of insulation, or 
water-logged insulation. In the 
first case it is necessary 4© Install 
both i’nsulatijn and a vapor bar¬ 
rier; in the second case, if the in¬ 
sulation is still in good condition 
it should be dried out. Then appli* 
cation of a vapor barrier on the 
warm side of the insulation should 
be sufficient. * 

Frosted Windows are 'caused by 
poorly fitted windows or by the 
lack ..f storm sashes. Tightly fitted 
windows and stnrrrT' windows are 
required in all of our animal build 
in,,s. Even then some steam may 
still collect on the inside panes. 

Frost accumulating inside the 
ventilating shaft indicates insuf¬ 
ficient insulation of the shaft. Two 
to four inches of good insulation 
and a vapor barrier throughout 
the length of the cold section of 
the outlet flue will prevent this 
frost formation. ,, J 

Frost accumulation ' around the 
outlet of the ventilator l*;>caused 
by slowing dowm the as it 

leaves the ventilator. RetritAing all 
obstructions such as louvrtsj metal 
shrouds, etc. will help to k£ep the 
air moving rapidly and prevent 
this frosting. 

Moisture accumulation oh the 
ceiling or walls is usually caused 
by an improperly designed, or im¬ 
properly operated system. The re¬ 
medy for this may include one or 
more of the following; increasing 
the size of the outlet flue, slraLght 
ening it, insulating it properly, 
placing it centrally in the barn. 
Other causey may be insufficient 
air inlet openings or too few ani¬ 
mals in the barn. 

Draughts in the barn may be 
caused by poorlj fitted doors or 
window's or tjy air inlets that don't 
direct the air upward against the 
ceiling or arc incorrectly shaped 
the first cause may be remedied 
by fitting the doors and windows 
properly. The inlet openings must 
bo properly spaced around the 
barn. (They should introduce the 
air in a relatively thin ribbon and 
direct it against the ceiling so that 
il is mixed with barn air before 
hitting the floor. 

These'are just a few of the 
mnin points on ventilation and in¬ 
sulation. This whole subject is 
covered completely, including de¬ 
sign information, in two bulletins, 
"Dairy Barns for Alberta 1 ’ and 
"Principles of Barn Ventilation.’’ 
These are available at your Dist¬ 
rict Agriculturist's Office.

A person upon submission of proof of efficiency 
and not less than four years of qualifying experience 
in the Carpenter trade prior to the date of the publica¬ 
tion of these regulations in The Alberta-Gaaette, may 
make application for a Certificate of Qualification. A 
Certificate of Qualification may be issued to a Jour¬ 
neyman providing that he makes such application for 
the Certificate of Qualification before June 1, 1954. 

Should a candidate make application for a Certifi¬ 
cate of Qualification after June 1, 1954, he will be re¬ 
quired to take an examination to establish his profic¬ 
iency. Candidates who fail to qualify for a Certificate 
wll be given an appropriate standing as an apprentice 
and may then register as an apprentice and complete 
his training according to the Apprenticeship Act and 
these regulations.
